On Tuesday, November 14th, there 
was a Bloodmobile organized by Mr.

There were ninety-seven donators 
that day which set a record for 
Methuen High. During one Blood- 
mobile last year, only fifty people 
gave blood. Mr. Whiting said, "It 
was the best ever. I would expect 
that in the spring, we will get 150 
pints. 

"Only a few people didn't come out 
well. The cause of the reaction is 
primarily psychological. All told we 
had only four or five reactions. Most 
people will try again." 

A slight problem arose when the 
Bloodmobile Center was called. Mr. 
Whiting continued, "We told them 



we had sixty-five people and probab- 
ly one hundred. Apparently, a mes- 
sage was left and only the part about 
sixty-five people was given. If they 
had known there would be one 
hundred, they would have sent more 
nurses and equipment. However," 
Mr. Whiting reflected, "over-all it 
went along smoothly. Even though 
they were under a lot of pressure." 

What might have caused the big 
turnout is the lecture and movie that 
were given to the Senior Class. 
Having the process explained helped 
greatly to relieve the anxiety. 

Mr. Whiting concluded with a 
totally spirited attitude. He said, "I 
just want to beat Andover (who 
collected 120 pints). The use special 
enducements to promote blood dona- 
tions which is a move typical of 
Andover."

It is heartening to note that on the 
subject of vandalism at Methuen 
High School, restitution for damages 
is firmly enforced. From the many 
incidents occurring recently, most of 
the culprits have been caught, 
suspended, and forced to pay for the 
damages. A few students have even 
been expelled for their role in the 
destruction. 

We wonder what makes a student 
wish to destroy school property. One 
would suppose that the vandal first 
would think of the expense to the 
taxpayers, to which category his 
parents most likely belong, of the 
penalties, and, perhaps most import- 
antly, of what a criminal record 
would do to his future . 

Many of those involved in 
vandalism do think of the implica- 
tions, but the fact remains that a few 
students do not. Recently, a car in 
the student parking lot was turned 



over, a faculty member's tires were 
slashed, a water pipe in the North 
House boys' room was burst, and 
some profane remarks were written 
on some Methuen High walls. Those 
who slashed the tires and over- 
turned the car were caught and 
suspended. They were also forced to 
pay for damages, and the cost of one 
such incident exceeded $500.00. One 
would assume that these conse- 
quences are not worth a mere few 
moments of satisfaction. 

The responsibility and thus blame 
for these actions does not lie upon 
the shoulders of the vandal alone 
however. If one were to witness the 
destruction of one's property, it 
would be his duty to report this to the 
proper authorities. If more people 
did this, then the likelihood of the 
same person's performing the same 
act a second time would decrease 
sharply. The time when not only 



public property but private property 
as well is endangered approaches. It 
is for us to stop the occurence of 
these actions by reporting them 
before everything is too far out of 
hand. 

It must also be said that adults, 
such as our parents and relatives, 
should be convinced that it is their 
responsibility to report vandals. The 
recent theft of the chain from the 
student parking lot and the breakage 
of windows in the dining rooms were 
not performed by students during 
school hours. Therefore, raising the 
possibility that such activities may 
easily have been observed by an 
apathetic adult. 

We would like to encourage all 
parties witness to acts of vandalsim 
to report those involved to the proper 
authorities so that restitution can be 
made, and future acts can be 
deterred.

"finals," for after four years of 
assiduously striving to accomplish, 
laboriously studying in order to 
succeed.

nothing like it. You just stand there 
and you look up and see all those 
people; it's unbelievable. It's an 
unbelievable feeling, and then you 
loose; and it's even worse." 

One reason why our band lost, is 
that some of the judges don't think 
that our general effect is good. "We 
have marching band uniforms, they 
(other bands) have drum corps 
uniforms. They have a 27th Lancers 
drill that they use, and Mr. Isadore 
writes all our drills. I don't know 
whether we should change or they 
should change," said Dave. "You 
have to go with what the iudges 
want. This year they m 
corps oriented. A couple of years 
ago, we were the second in the state 
and we were a marching band just 
as now we're a marching band." 

The band is always having 
equipment ordered through Mr. 
Isadore, and, in the near future, they 
hope to get new uniforms. Dave said 
that the uniforms help enormously in 
the general effect judging and that 
the drum corps uniforms are "much 
sharper." "We'd like to try to get 
some drum corps uniforms, too. We 
would have beaten them because we 
are the better band. I know that," 
Dave said. These new uniforms could 
be very important in the band's final 
place in a competition because at one 



competition this year the band lost by 
only 0.05 points. Because of the 
changes in the judging style, the 
band is "in that phase right now 
where they have got to make the 
change (from marching band style to 
drum corps style). 

Because of the band's tight 
schedule, I asked Dave whether or 
not it is hard to mentally prepare 
himself for two competitions and a 
football game in three days time. He 
said, "You just take them one at a 
time instead of saying 'we've got 
three competitions.' " The band does 
get some rewards, such as that which 
it received on the day of the 
Lawrence football game. After their 
half-time show, the band received a 
standing ovation from the fans. Dave 
said that it was "unbelievable and it 
just goes to show that the football 
parents recognize us now as a good 
band, and they cheer for us; and I 
think that we're getting good sup- 
port." 

Dave attributed a lot of the band's 
success to their director, Mr. David 
T. Isadore. Dave thinks that Mr. 
Isadore did a lot when he took over 
the direction of the band. "He 
pushes kids a lot, but he's the one 
that made us a good band. He's the 
one that got us recognized. Now 
they're finally starting to say that the 
Methuen Band is coming into its 
own," Dave said. 

It seems that the band has been 



recognized as a top rate band 
because for the first time ever our 
band has been invited to march in the 
Portsmouth Christmas Parade in 
New Hamshire. Dave commented 
that Portsmouth only invites those 
bands that it thinks are "respect- 
able." Dave also felt "Mr. Isadore 
feels very good about that. It's a big 
step for us." The reason that this 
parade is such a big step is the fact 
that Portsmouth is the "best band in 
New Hamshire probably one of the 
best bands on the East Coast." 

Concluding the interview, I asked 
Dave if he had any suggestions tor 
the drum major next year. He said 
that he would advise him to "try and 
be relaxed and take it as it goes."
